A COURT FOR FOOLS. 


Ir appears to Mr. Punch that the Police Magistrates of the present 
day have, thanks to garotters and other missionaries and evidences of 
civilisation, almost enough to do, without being called upon to sit in 
judgment in cases where abject folly complains of tempted knavery.
